Acknowledgment 

1. The pre amendment filed on 03/23/2004 has been entered. The present Office 
action is made with all the suggested amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, 
pending in this Office action are claims 1-12. 

Allowed Claims 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The porous film composition as recited in claim 1 fail to be taught by the prior 
art cited of interest. Therefore, a semiconductor device and a method for forming a 
porous film that include all the limitations recited in claim 1 are considered novel since 
this limitations are not anticipated nor obvious over the prior art. For example, Zhong 
(US 6,197,913; see claim 1 & abstract) discloses a porous silicone resin that can be 
used in electronic devices but does not disclose a composition comprising each one of 
the compounds (i.e. 1-8) as recited in claim 1.
